Park stroll man stabbed 


A MAN was attacked by five 
men and stabbed in a park. 

The 26-year-old victim was 
walking through Runfold Park, 
Luton, last Sunday at around 
10.35pm when he was set upon, 
suffering a cut to his head and 
a stab wound to his stomach. 

He dialled 999 and Detective 
Constable Duncan Crighton is 
keen to trace anyone who saw 
the attack or who has 
information about those 
responsible. 

He said: “I am keen to speak to 
anyone who saw the attack or 
anyone who has heard any 
rumours about why this attack 
happened. 

“I would also appeal to 
residents in the area to contact 
the police if they have found any 
items in their gardens that may 
be linked to this incident.” 


Two men have been arrested 
and have been released on 
police bail pending further 
investigations. 

Anyone with information on 
this incident can contact 
Crimestoppers, anonymously, 
on 0800 555 111. 

Meanwhile, on Friday a 
17-year-old was charged with 
Section 18 Grievous Bodily 
Harm in relation to a separate 
assault in High Town Road on 
Wednesday. For legal reasons 
he cannot be named. 

The 52-year-old victim 
remains in hospital and is 
described as being in a serious 
but stable condition. 

A 14-year-old boy who was 
arrested shortly after the 
incident has been bailed 
pending further police 
investigations.

Michael failed 
by care flaws’

CHANCES to protect highly vulnera¬ 
ble Michael Gilbert - whose headless 
body was found dismembered in 
a lagoon - were missed by the 
authorities who failed in their duty 
of care towards him. 

Three police investigations were 
‘flawed due to misinformation fail¬ 
ures in communication and human 
error’, preventing Michael from get¬ 
ting the vital help he needed. 

At a press conference on Thursday, 
representatives from Luton Borough 
Council and Bedfordshire Police 
explained they had ‘learned lessons’ 
from the case which has effects so far- 
reaching they will shape policy on a 
national level. 

The authorities came into contact 
with Michael countless times over a 
period of many years. 

But they never took any of those 
opportunities to recognise his plight, 
leaving Michael to suffer a life as a 


tortured slave before his murder in 
2009. Michael, who was a vulnerable 
person throughout his life, had begun 
living with the Watt family in 2002 
and was kept as a slave and made to 
sleep on the floor, handcuffed to a 
bed in Marlborough Road, Luton, to 
prevent him escaping. 

Twice he got away but was tracked 
down by the family and brought back. 

By the end of 2008 people were 
doing press-ups on a piece of wood 
across his mouth and jumping on his 
stomach. 

He died at the house on January 21, 
2009 when his body was dismem¬ 
bered and his head was cut off. The 
parts were put in two plastic sacks, 
weighted down and driven to the 
Blue Lagoon in Arlesey. 

One bag was found in May 2009 but 
the head was not recovered until last 
February after Richard Watt confessed.

Authorities criticised over

A SHOCKING childhood meant 
torture and Blue Lagoon murder 
victim Michael Gilbert was more 
vulnerable than most. 

But the tragic truth is that he was 
often seen by the authorities as an 
offender rather than a victim. 

Police and council failings indi¬ 
rectly contributed towards 
Michael dying at the age of 26 
having endured a terrible ordeal at 
the hands of the Watt family 

A case review, published on 
Thursday, stated: ‘At different 
stages of Michael’s life, he was 
known as an alleged child sex 
offender, a care-leaver, homeless, 
a glue sniffer, a user of cannabis, 
an associate of criminals and 
responsible himself for crimes 
against the person, against prop¬ 
erty and crimes of theft, long term 
unemployed. 

‘Such roles powerfully affected 
some professional judgements 
about his vulnerability’. 

Luton Borough Council’s chief 
executive, Trevor Holden, at 
Thursday’s press conference, 
asked the media not to publish 
details of what happened to 
Michael as a child, so terrible were 
his experiences. 

He left his family home aged 15 
and went into the care system. It 
was here that he befriended James

Watt and subsequently he became 
a part of his family. 

In 2002, a member of Michael’s 
family called Bedfordshire Police 
to report that he had been cut with 
a knife and shot with a pellet gun. 

A statement was taken and three 
members of the Watt family were

named as the offenders. 
Detectives made calls to Michael 
but did not follow them up when 
they went unreturned. 

In July 2007, Bedfordshire Police 
did not inform their 
Cambridgeshire colleagues, who 
had an open missing person and 
abduction inquiry concerning 
Michael, that he had made an alle¬ 
gation of abduction after being 
questioned on suspicion of rape. 

On January 28, 2008, Michael 
was abducted from outside a job 
centre in Blackburn. 

On February 1, the police were 
informed and they attended his 
girlfriend’s house, where they took 
a contact number for Michael. 

An incorrect number was written 
down by the officer. 

Mr Holden said: “While the 
report clearly states that profes¬ 
sionals made the decisions 
expected of them in following 
legislative requirements at the 
time, the council and its partners 
are determined to learn the les¬ 
sons from this Serious Case 
Review. 

“We have an action plan in place 
for each recommendation which 
will help us improve services to 
the people of Luton and we hope

will also help shape policy on a 
national level. 

“There is now much closer part¬ 
nership working and much high¬ 
er levels of professional interven¬ 
tion throughout the lives of vul¬ 
nerable children, both in Luton 
and nationally.” 

In the Luton Safeguarding 
Vulnerable Adults Board (LSAB) 
report it states: ‘The years 2003- 
2009 were a disaster once agen¬ 
cies ceased to have any responsi¬ 
bility for Michael. 

“The absence of a single co¬ 
ordinating agency with oversight 
of the role/coordination of crimi¬ 
nal justice agencies, health agen¬ 
cies, housing, and the Dep¬ 
artment for Work and Pensions is 
stark.’ 

LSAB chairman Professor Mich¬ 
ael Preston-Shoot said: “Aspects 
in this case were disappointing if 
not poor. 

“This was a seriously violent 
death that followed on from a 
period of time, as far as we have 
been able to establish, that he was 
held against his will. 

“He was subject to inhumane 
and degrading treatment. 

“In relation to some of the stan¬ 
dards I would have expected more

detailed assessments. There was 
a lack of co-operation at least 
from people surrounding him in 
this case.” 

A seperate Independent Police 
Complaints Commission (IPCC) 
report also highlighted serious 
shortcomings and missed 
opportunities. 

IPCC Commissioner Rachel 
Cerfontyne said: “We looked at 
specific allegations that the 
police did not investigate three 
incidents involving Michael and 
the Watt family. 

“We have found that on each 
occasion investigations had 
taken place, but were flawed due 
to misinformation, failures in 
communication and human 
error.” 

Last year, James Watt, 28, of 
Chertsey Close, his girlfriend, 
Natasha Oldfield, 30, of 
Leighton Buzzard and Richard 
Watt’s girlfriend Nichola 
Roberts, 23, of Downs Road, 
Luton, were jailed for life for 
murder. 

James Watt was handed a min¬ 
imum term of 36 years, Oldfield 
a minimum of J8 years and 
Roberts a minimum of J5 years. 
Appeals against their sentence 
were rejected this year. 

Richard Watt, who testified 
against his family during the 
trial at Luton Crown Court, had 


his six-year sentence for familial 
homicide reduced to four years 
in May. 

After trial, younger brother 
Robert Watt was given four-and- 
a-half years in a youth offender¬ 
s’ institute for familial homicide, 
three-and-a-half years for con¬ 
spiracy to pervert the course of 
justice together with a further J8 
months for another count of 
conspiracy to pervert the course 
of justice. 

Their mother, Jennifer Smith- 
Dennis, was jailed for six-and-a- 
half years for familial homicide, 
three-and-a-half years for con¬ 
spiracy to pervert the course of 
justice together with a further 18 
months for another count of 
conspiracy to pervert the court 
of justice. 

Smith-Dennis’ partner, Ant¬ 
onio Watt, 70, was cleared of the 
only charge he faced - conspira¬ 
cy to pervert the course of jus¬ 
tice by misleading police about 
the last time they had seen 
Michael alive. 

The review by LSAB has made 
eight recommendations in the 
hope that lessons will be learnt 
and there will not be another 
Michael Gilbert case. These 
include the study of Michael’s 
circumstances featuring in train¬ 
ing in Luton Borough Council’s 
children and adult services.

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Worker’s burns injury 
prompts safety fears

A WOMAN who slipped into an industrial 
cooking pot containing 50kg of steaming 
hot curry highlights the dangers for 
workers from proposed Government cuts 
to health and safety cover, a law firm has 
said. 

Sudesh Bala, 47, of Luton, fell into the pot 
while alone in a kitchen and was unable to 
get out or get the attention of her 
colleagues for around ten minutes. 

She suffered severe burns to her back, 
buttocks and groin while working for 
Shobha UK Ltd, a catering company in 
Kingham Way, Luton, which has since gone 
into liquidation. 

Mrs Bala was working on an urgent order 
on October 9 last year to serve 500 people 
at an exhibition in Birmingham’s NEC and 
was just one of just three staff on the 
premises. 

Her colleagues were afraid to call the 
emergency services and waited around 30 
minutes for her husband Naresh to come 
and call an ambulance. 

He said: “I was horrified when I saw how 
badly hurt Sudesh was, her skin was 
dripping off her like candle wax.” 

She was taken to Luton & Dunstable 
Hospital and and then transferred to a 
specialist burns unit at Broomfield 
Hospital in Chelmsford. 

Mrs Bala was treated for her injuries with 
extensive skin grafts and has been unable 


to work since, and the experience has left 
her with mental scars on top of the 
physical ones. 

She had worked at Shobha UK Ltd for ten 
years and says during this time said she 
did not receive any health and safety 
training at all during her employment and 
was even required to supply her own safety 
footwear. 

Mrs Bala is seeking compensation from 
the company’s insurer Ageas which is 
denying liability and the case is likely to go 
to court. 

DBS Law, based in Birmingham, has 
taken on Mrs Bala s case on a no-win-no- 
fee basis despite the risk of putting the 
case in front of a judge when the 
defendant denies liability. 

This is only possible because of the 
existence of a success fee paid to lawyers 
by the insurer if they fail to convince the 
judge their client was not responsible for 
the accident. 

The Government proposes to abolish this 
success fee, in its controversial Legal Aid, 
Sentencing and Punishment of Offenders 
Bill, published on June 21. 

This would increase the financial risk to 
solicitors and make it harder to take on 
cases like Mrs Bala’s. 

DBS Law managing director Rob Bhol 
said: “This is a shocking case, one that 
demonstrates the dangers working people 
face where health and safety is neglected 
by their employer.” 

Ageas declined to comment.

Banned dog owner’s KITCHEN 
puppies facing death SALE

A WOMAN whose ‘out of control' 
puppies attacked a caller at her 
home leaving him terrified with 
scratches and bite marks has 
been banned from keeping dogs 
for the next ten years. 

On Friday Recorder David 
Foxton QC ordered that the two 
ten-month-old Staffordshire Bull 
Terriers belonging to Marian 
Clarke, of Celandine Drive, Luton, 
should be destroyed. 

But Clarke, 32, was told the 
animals will not be put down 
until any appeal by her against 
the convictions - for two counts 
of owning a dog which caused 
injury while dangerously out of 
control - have been heard. 

Clarke was sentenced at Luton 
Crown Court on Friday after 
being convicted earlier this 
year following a trial. 

It followed an incident on 
August 31 last year when the dogs 
attacked a man who had called at 
her studio flat during the evening. 

The jury heard that 42-year-old 
Tahir Ahmed had called at the 
defendant’s home with some milk 
she had asked him to bring her 
but as soon as the front door 
opened six dogs were said to have 
run out and attacked him. 

He was taken to hospital with 



superficial bites and puncture 
wounds which had to be cleaned 
and dressed. 

At the end of the trial, the jury 
found that two of the puppies 
called Bully and Kiera had caused 
the injuries to Mr Ahmed. 

Two other puppies called Archie 
and Lady were found not to have 
caused Mr Ahmed any injuries 


but the jury decided they were 
out of control. 

At her trial, Clarke represented 
herself and on Friday she told 
Recorder Foxton: “I am 100 per 
cent completely innocent. I was 
not given a fair trial.” 

Recorder Foxton sentenced her 
to a 12 month community order 
and told her that for the next 
three months she will be 
subjected to a nighttime curfew 
which will be electronically 
monitored. 

Clarke was told that she would 
have to remain at home between 
the hours of 10pm and 6am. 

She was also banned from 
keeping dogs for ten years. 

The recorder said that having 
considered the evidence of an 
expert who had assessed both 
Bully and Kiera and reached the 
conclusion that they were 
dangerous, he was making an 
order for their destruction. 

However, he said neither dog 
should be destroyed until any 
appeal by Clarke against her 
convictions had been heard. 

Last year Luton on Sunday 
exclusively revealed the dogs had 
been removed from Clarke by 
police but were returned to her 
days before they attacked Mr 
Ahmed as they were not an illegal 
breed and officers therefore had 
‘no powers’ to keep them.

Drink-driver 
‘misjudged’ 
booze level

A TEENAGER was 
disqualified from getting 
behind the wheel for 17 
months after drink-driving 
when he was more than 
twice over the legal limit. 

Ryan Mann, 19, of Jeans 
Way, Dunstable, appeared in 
Luton Magistrates’ Court on 
Wednesday and pleaded 
guilty to the offence at 
around 4.45am on June 19. 

Mann was driving down 
Jeans Way when he was 
spotted by police officers on 
patrol. 

The court heard how the 
defendant was swerving 


across two lanes as he was 
driving and also had the 
windscreen wipers on even 
though there was no need for 
them. 

When he was stopped by 
police he failed the breath¬ 
alyser test which recorded 79 
microgrammes of alcohol in 
100ml of breath - well above 
the legal limit of 35 micro¬ 
grammes. 

He said: “I did stop drinking 
a few hours before but I 
completely misjudged it. I am 
sorry and it has played on my 
mind every day on why I got 
into that car.” 

Mann was also fined £250 
plus £85 costs and a £15 
victim surcharge.

Traffic easing route 
starts to take shape

THIS was the landmark moment 
in the construction of the long- 
awaited Luton Dunstable 
Busway when the first purpose- 
built concrete beams were 
tested. 

The 4.8-tonne beams were 
winched into position near Luton 
Borough Council’s offices, in 
Kingsway, on Tuesday watched 
by councillors and officers. 

Each beam is 6m long and 
480mm high and manufactured 
on site by main contractor BAM 
Nuttall. In total it is anticipated 
more than 4,700 will be used. 

The 13.4km busway will provide 
a bus service route between 
Houghton Regis and Luton 
Airport. 

It will consist of a 10.4km two- 
way segregated route, running 


from Blackburn Road in 
Houghton Regis, through 
Dunstable, into Luton town cen¬ 
tre and on to Kimpton Road. 
Most of this section will be a 
7.4km guideway, with buses run¬ 
ning on a concrete track. 

The route will then continue on 
the highway towards Luton 
Airport using a new bus lane. 

Luton Labour Cllr Roy Davis 
said: “This was a very exciting 
occasion and signalled that the 
busway is now entering its con¬ 
struction phase in earnest. 

“We are building the busway in 
order to reduce congestion and 
dramatically reduce journey 
times across Luton and 
Dunstable and we’re delighted 
that the scheme is making good 
progress.” 

Conservative Cllr Brian Spurr, of 
Central Bedfordshire Council, 
said: “On a major engineering 


project of this scale the prepara¬ 
tory works are crucial. Our con¬ 
tractors have been busy for many 
months, preparing the route and 
clearing major structures. It’s 
wonderful now to be able to see 
the busway itself beginning to 
take shape before our eyes.” 

Work to create six new bridges 
at Kingsway, Clifton Road, 
Dunstable Road and Telford Way, 
Luton, plus Church Street and 
Skimpot Road, Dunstable, will 
begin later in the year and con¬ 
tinue into 2012. 

Forthcoming works include the 
construction of a new junction at 
College Drive, Dunstable, this 
month, a new junction at New 
Bedford Road (between Mill 
Street and Collingdon Street), 
next month and demolition of 
the old railway sidings and build¬ 
ing at Luton Station, for which 
work also starts in August.

Driver pleads guilty 
to foggy car crash

A WOMAN who drove into a car 
with such a force that it caused 
the vehicle to go through a 
garden wall has been fined. 

Amanda Gill, 39, of Ivel Close, 
Barton-le-Clay, appeared at 
Luton Magistrates’ Court on 
Wednesday and pleaded guilty to 
driving a vehicle without due care 
and attention and failing to stop 
after a road accident. 

The court heard how Gill was 
driving home on Sharpenhoe 


Road on November 20 last year 
after visiting her sister-in-law. 

It was a foggy night and it was 
around 10.45pm when she 
spotted a Mini Cooper car parked 
half on the pavement and half on 
the road. 

There was no street lighting and 
she saw it at the last minute and 
braked very hard but it was too 
late. 

Her defence solicitor said: “She 
was absolutely shocked by what 
had happened. 

“Her sister-in-law came to pick 
her up and take her back to her 


house since she didn’t want her to 
be alone. She phoned Dunstable 
police station the next day to 
report it and she did have all the 
details in her car.” 

The defendant accepted that 
she was probably driving too fast 
given the weather conditions 
even though she was adhering to 
the 30mph limit and that she 
should not have left the scene 
even though she thought she had 
spoken to the right people to give 
her details. 

Gill received six penalty points 
on her licence and a £185 fine.

Coach Josh is just like Jose

A UNIVERSITY of Bedfordshire 
student is set to lead Rwanda 
into Saturday’s FINA World 
Swimming Championships in 
Shaghai, China, after a rise to 
the top which has similarities 
with former Chelsea Football 
Club manager lose Mourinho. 

Joshua Neuloh, from Germany, 
is set to miss his graduation 
ceremony after completing a BA 
Hons degree in Sport Science 
and Coaching, to take his first 
international head coach role 
with the African team. 

At the age of 23, he is already 
coaching British Olympic medal 
winners at the British Swimming 
Intensive Training Centre (ITC) 
in Loughborough and has 
designs on being on the GB staff 
at the London 2012 Games 
despite having never competed 
in the water. 

His story is similar to that of 
Portuguse football boss 
Mourinho, now in charge of Real 
Madrid who, having never made 
the grade as a player, established 
himself at a young age as a 
coach. 

“I’ve never been a good swim¬ 
mer,” said Neuloh. “But you can’t 
say that good swimmers will 
then be good coaches. 

“Jose Mourinho is probably one 
of the best football coaches in 
the world and he didn’t play the 
game at a good level. Not many 


swimming coaches have done it 
this way.” 

Neuloh has just finished a three 
year course which he admits was 
his top choice. 

“I came to England three years 
ago and the university was one of 
the best options for a sports 
science degree,” he said. 

“Britain was my first choice 
because of the Olympic Games 
and also the funding which I 
would say has been significantly 
increased since London won the 
bid for the Olympic Games. 

Since then, the swim sport 
here, plus the success of 
Rebecca Adlington winning the 
gold in Beijing, has risen to a top 
level.” 

While at the university, he 
started a programme at the 
national centre of excellence in 
Loughborough where he made 
contacts with the coaches of the 
British swimming team. 

“I’ve never looked back since,” 
said Neuloh, who started 
coaching in Hagen in his home¬ 
land at the age of 16. 

There, alongside senior coach 
at ITC Loughborough, Kevin 
Renshaw, he works with Joanne 
Jackson who won bronze in the 
Beijing Olympics behind British 
swimming’s golden girl 
Adlington before pipping her 
rival to a world record in the 
400m freestyle a year later. 

And with form like that, Neuloh 
is hopeful that he will be a part of 
the British squad on home soil 


for next year’s Olympics, though 
he’s not short of offers. 

He said: “First there is the world 
championships in Shanghai and 
from there I would like to think 
there might be an opportunity 
for me to be involved in the 
Olympics. 

“It depends on whether swim¬ 
mers from Loughborough make 
the team but I do have a few 
offers from other countries to be 
head coach. 

“Also, I’m heavily involved with 
FINA (the international govern¬ 
ing body of swimming) and the 
International Olympic 

Committee, working as a 
consulting expert for them.” 

If he is to be a member of the 
British Olympic squad, Neuloh 
has no qualms about where his 
allegiance would lie. 

“I am sometimes involved with 
swimming in Germany but I’m a 
British coach and I want to make 
sure that Britain wins medals at 
the Olympic Games,” he said. 

But before that he enters the 
world stage this week and he 
can’t wait. 

“I’m head coach for the 
Rwandan team for the world 
championships and that will give 
me the opportunity to delegate a 
whole team, which I haven’t done 
before,” he said. It also gives me 
the opportunity to be pool side at 
the world championships and 
work with the athletes. It is a 
small team but I’m still going to 
be the man in charge.”

GB’s Clorley eyes an upset at Euros

LUTON AC athlete Daniel Clorley is 
hoping to take people by surprise 
when he races for Great Britiain in 
the 1,500m at the European U23 
Championships - two years after he 
last wore the vest and narrowly 
missed out on a medal. 

The 20-year-old will travel to 
Ostrava, in the Czech Republic, on 
Tuesday, with club-mate John 
McDonnell, who is set to run in the 
5,000m. 

In the only other time he has run 
for GB, two year’s ago at the 
European U20 Championships in 


Serbia, Clorley came home in fourth 
place, but after a disappointing 
season last year, in which he admits, 
‘things just didn’t click’, he is hoping 
to make up for lost time. 

“I’m confident I can cause a few 
upsets,” he said of his chances. “In 
championship racing anything can 
happen, I’m ready and I can’t wait.” 

He is thankful for his place in the 
squad after a tear in his calf muscle 
threatened to rule him out of his 
chance. 

He said: “It nearly put a spanner in 
the works because I thought I’d be 
out for a month and that my season 
would have gone down the pan. 


“I didn’t run well in qualifying at 
Bedford last month but luckily I’d 
previously made the qualification 
time [3.42] in Manchester which got 
me on the team. 

Fellow Luton AC distance runner 
McDonnell is equally delighted to be 
destined for Ostrava, which will be 
his first chance at representing 
Britain on the track, having 
previously pulled on the jersey for 
the first time in the European Cross 
Country Championships last year. 

“I’m looking forward to the whole 
experience,” said the 19-year-old. 
“The kit arrived on Thursday and it 
brought it all home to me.” 


Luton AC chairman, Paul Brooks, 
said: “Daniel Clorley and John 
McDonnell have been selected once 
again for a British team. Moreover, 
Luton AC are immensely proud that 
this the first time the two have been 
selected in the same British team. It 
is testament to the hard work the 
athletes have put in and also to their 
coaches Tony Simmons [a former 
British international himself] and 
John Stoker. Their selection will also 
act as a great motivation to a 
number of other promising young 
athletes at the club, many of whom 
competed at the English Schools’ 
Championships last weekend.”

Grimsby goal 
ace Connell 
wants move 


Brabin still in hunt but the boss slams clubs 
for price mark ups when Luton are in mix

A NOT for sale warning from Grimsby won’t 
deter Luton Town in their pursuit of Alan 
Connell because Gary Brabin has revealed 
that the striker is keen on a switch. 

Mariners chairman John Fenty this week 
described their bid for the 29-goal target man 
as ‘derisory’ while AFC Wimbledon had entered 
and then quickly withdrew from the race for 
the frontman because the valuation was too 
high, but the Hatters boss has said he is still 
interested in working out a deal. 

He said: “We’ve put in a bid and it has been 
turned down so we’ll sit tight but of course we’ll 
also be looking at other options. 

“I don’t intend to put all my eggs in one 
basket but I know through his agent that he is 
keen to come to us.” 

Stevenage are believed to be in the race for 
Connell and are reported to have had a bid of 
around £65,000 turned down at the start of the 
year. 

However, Brabin believes that when it comes 


to Luton in the transfer market, clubs are 
ramping up the prices of prospective buys. 

“We have other targets but sides are asking 
for silly fees from us,” he said. 

“I’m sure they think that because we are 
Luton we have got a lot of money. 

“They also don’t want to further strengthen us 
by letting players come here.” 

The manager confirmed that he is looking to 
bolster his attacking roster but admitted that 
the high calibre stars he’s after are hard to find. 

He said: “I’m definitely looking for more goals 
but people don’t want to let those players go 
easily. Top strikers are hard to come by and you 
won’t get them on free transfers. 

“I think people also forgot that, at this stage, 
it’s all a bit of a rat race.” 

While Town have raised £60,000 through the 
sale of Jason Walker to York City, Brabin says he 
is not about to flash the cash unless he is 
certain it is right. 

“I have to be 100 per cent confident in any 
deal I make,” he said. 

“I wouldn’t waste money. It has to be worth it 
but sometimes it is hard to improve.”

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O’Connor to replace Claude

GARY Brabin has admitted that his capture of 
Aaron O’Connor was partly done because he 
was resigned to losing Claude Gnakpa. 

The Frenchman, who won Luton Town the 
Johnstone’s Paint Trophy in 2009, left on a 
free last week to sign for League One Walsall 
and it was a move that came as no surprise to 
the Hatters boss. 

“I wasn’t surprised that Claude left, to be 
honest,” he said, adding: “I did think there was 
a possibility that he’d want to move on. 

“We offered him a new contract but in the 
back of my mind I thought he wouldn’t sign it 


and that’s why I got Aaron O’Connor in. It’s a 
similar reason for getting Dean Beckwith in at 
the back because we thought the [Zdenek] 
Kroca might move on.” 

Six players have now headed for the exit 
door since the end of last season, but the 
Kenilworth Road chief allayed fans’ fears that 
there would be any more departures. 

“We had [Jason] Walker go but there’s been 
nothing else so far. He really felt low after the 
final and his penalty miss, plus all the stuff 
about him not settling, so we got a good fee 
off the club [York]. Whether anything else 
happens, it is hard to predict but I’m happy 
with the squad of players I’ve got.”
